In presenting the proposed 
tentative budget, City Manager 
C. L. Longson and Assistant 
City Manager John R. Johnson 
pointed out that it is customary 
to estimate all expenses “on the 
high side”, while estimates of 
revenues are held low. Hence 
the final budget adopted by the 
council may bear only slight re- 
semblance to the present tenta- 
tive one, and money actually re- 
ceived and actually spent may 
be quite different also. 

For comparative purposes, 
Longson compared the proposed 
budget with the $522.497 one for 
the current fiscal year. 

The $586,000 figure will be 
reached only if the city grants a 
five percent across-the-board pay 
increase to municipal employees; 
otherwise the budget will be in 
the neighborhood of $569,257, 
Longson said. 

The latter figure includes pro- 
vision for the hiring of an addi- 
tional police clerk, an additional

Committee and the Haynes Foun- 
dation were analyzed for the im- 
pact of sales taxes. 

For the family on public relief 
with an income of $1935, a 342 per 
cent sales tax (assuming a one- 
half per cent local sales tax at the 
time) would require payment 
equal to 59/100 of one per cent of 
the income. A family with a $4040 
income would pay 84 100 of one 
per cent; with a $5433 income 
would pay 98 100 of one per cent, 
and with a $12,406 income would 
pay 1.05 per cent. Since 1949, 
price levels generally have in- 
creased, so that for present pur- 
poses we may assume the follow- 


{ing to be roughly true: 


Agsuming a one per cent re- 
tail sales tax on the local level, 
the cost annually to a family 
with a $2700 income would be 
about $5, with a $5500 income 
about $13, with a $7500 income 
about $21, and with a $17,000 
income about $51. 

The reason the tax becomes pro- 
gressive is that in the food budget 
in the lowest income family (all 
exempt from sales taxes) is 48.8 
per cent of total income, whereas 
it is only 12.8 per cent in the high- 


est income family shown in the 
survey. 
According to the State Board 


of Equalization, a one per cent 
retail sales tax would raise $186.- 
000 in Menlo Park in the first full 
year, equivalent to 62 cents on the 
tax rate, based upon an estimated 


assessed valuation of $30,000,000 
next year. 
Using the above figures, you 


may compute your own situation 
if 62 cents were taken off the tax 
rate in exchange for a one per cent 
local retail sales tax,

Loomed as 
Grave Problem 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 


June 5, 1931: 


“The following communication 
from City Judge Jean B. Hoss is 
of importance and should be given 
careful consideration at this time. 
Last year the unemployed situa- 
tion caught the local authorities 
without any preparation, and 
while it was well handled and re- 
flected no little credit on their 
ability to cope with any situation, 
we should at this time prepare for 
the coming winter which promises 
to be bad if not worse than last: 

““To the Editor: 

“*A matter of prime importance 
to the community and one which 
should be given grave considera- 
tion by our citizens is the handling 
of the unemployment problem for 
next winter... 


“*Knowing what is in store for 
us and anticipating the needs that 
we will be called upon to supply 
this writer would suggest that 
some kind of a committee be 
formed at once to provide the 
ways and means...”

soft copper wire loosely, first cov- 
ering the branch with soft cloth 
to avoid cutting from the wire. 


Then, in order to keep the plant 
miniature early in spring when 
the first leaf buds show, pinch 
out the center, very gently, with 
the fingers. In winter, when plant 
is dormant, branches can be snip- 
ped off with shears and the plant 
shaped according to the artist’s 
desire, 

The life and death of Bonsai 
is watering, at least once a day 
in any warm climate. Also a 
gentle mist of water spray is 
very beneficial. Do not spray 
the decidious plants as the 
leaves may rust. 

Bonsai trees must live outdoors. 
They need filtered sunshine, air 
and dew. Under lathes is an ideal 
spot. In winter they should be 
moved into a spot sheltered from 
frost, but not in a closed room. 
One may take a specimen indoors 
for display, but move it outdoors 
soon. 

Yamanaka demonstrated trans- 
planting and pruning the roots of 
a Bonsai pine to show his audi- 
ence the correct method. When 
the plant was lifted from the 
small container, the roots were 
wound around like a birds nest. 
TRANSPLANT 

He said it had not been trans- 


planted for 1% years. Using a 
small piece of a wooden chop 
stick, he gently poked out the 
soil, and the roots gradually un- 
wound and hung down about a 
foot like very coarse hair. He 
then took small pruning shears 


and cut the roots half way off and 


‘trimmed out the fine, hairy ones. 


For replanting, he first placed 
a fine piece of screen across the 


| bottom of container to cover the 


drainage hole. He covered this 
with coarse gravel, then a thin 
layer of potting mixture which 
consisted of 60 per cent handy 
loam, 20 per cent screened leaf 
mold and 20 per cent sharp sand. 

He placed the plant on this, 
carefully adjusting the height 
of the ball of plant in the con- 
tainer. He said this is accord- 
ing to the artist’s idca of the 
correct shape, whether a_ flat 
surface or a rounded one.

Down to Earth: 


Public Gardens, Parks in Italy Show Concern for Community

The first thing that greeted me 
in Italy was a little garden of suc- 
culents planted smack in the mid- 
dle of the railroad station at Na-| 
ples—right on top of the floor with | 
a little border of lava rock to hold | 
in the soil—and everyone who 
went by stopped for a moment to} 
admire or discuss it. It was an in-} 
troduction to something I saw all| 
over Europe: the great interest in} 
public landscaping. | 

It is so different from our con-| 
cern over the look of our individ. | 
ual houses and the fun we can} 
have in the back yards. 

The people in Italy go to their 
parks for the beautiful gardens, 
or stroll down the main streets, | 
which are lined with raised beds | 
of colorful flowers and great 
trees. It certainly impresses the 
visitor, and draws a city as big 
as Rome into the realm of a 
friendly community. | 

Without any more effort than} 
walking along the Via Veneto or | 
sitting in the Borghese Park or,| 
on a hot day, by the Trevi Foun- | 
tain, a Roman can see hundreds} 
of his friends. In Menlo Park} 
about the only place a housewife | 
can do this is to get to the grocery 
store at a busy hour or go to a 
PTA meeting. 

What I mean is that nowhere in| 
our little towns do we have a pub-| 
lic square, an inviting place to| 
walk, a well equipped park, or a} 
pretty garden even so small as a| 
four foot circle of succulents. 
How can we be active in com- 
munity life when there isn’t any 
place to act like a community? 
NEED FOR PARKS 

We need some tree-lined streets | 
in the center of town and a square | 
that isn’t just for parking automo- 
biles. I would think the merchants 
would be the first to endorse this | 
idea so the citizens would get into| 
town and at least window shop. | 
Yet they were the ones who block- 
ed the fine city plans to have San-| 
ta Cruz a park area, with traffic | 
entering Menlo Park on the side; 
streets. They quibbled over two 
feet of selling area and forgot that 
they would gain 50 new customers. | 
Back to Italy, two trees domin-|
